Be- 
cause of the unusually fine educa- | 
tional facilities and because of | 
the Ontario airport, this area is | 
reported to be the scene of great- | 
er industrial expansion. |

Need for Tires Does Not 
Qualify One to Buy Them! 


RATIONING BOARD 
UNABLE T0 SUPPLY 
MANY APPLICANTS 


In the ansence of any instruc- 
tions on the issuance of retread- 
ed and recapped tires, Upland Ra- 
tioning Board cannot as yet issue 
any certificates for the purchase 
of such tires, it was declared to-! 
day by R. C. Norton, chairman 
of the board. When such inform- 
ation is rceeived by the board, it 
will be made public, Mr. Norton 
promised. ’ 

Pointing out that many 





un- 


are made upon the rationing of- 
fice, Mr. Norton asks that the 
public exercise consideration and | 
discretion in its demands, thus 
saving both its own and_ the 
board’s time. Only those desig- 
nated by the government as elig-! 
ible to purchase tires may do so, 
he emphasized, and unless one is 
thus qualified there is no use to 
take up the board’s time, no mat- 
ter how great a need there may 
be for a person to have tires. 

The only vehicles in Upland 
which are eligible to have new 
tires are those used= by physic- 
ians, surgeons, visiting nurses, 
ambulances, fire and police de- 
partments, rural mail carriers, 
farmers’ tractors and trucks, and 
such as are used for protection of 
public health and safety, garbage 
disposal and sanitation, or for the 
transportation of school children 
and teachers, raw materials or 
materials for the building and 
maintenance of roads and public 
utilities. 

Many people, it is said, make 
application to buy new tires be- 
cause they need them badly to go 
to and from work. The board re- 
grets that it cannot supply such 








{ needs, and advises people not to 


make application unless they can 
qualify under the restricted list in 
the foregoing paragraph. The 
emis exceptions to the. qualified 
list of eligible tire purchasers are 
those who own cars which mount 
obsolete sized tires. . And these 
will be available only so long as 
the supply lasts. Purchasers of 
obsolete tires, like purchasers of 
new tires, will have to secure cer- 
tification from an inspector that 
they need tires. 

Upland’s quota of truck tires 
has been entirely sold for this 
month, Mr. Norton reports. The 
quota of passenger tires has been 
sufficient, due to the fact that few 
applicants were able to qualify 
under any of the restricted class- 
ifications. Sale of obsolete tires 
has been going strong this month, 
he said.
